“The JaiMinixe attacked like fanatic*, 
ami their lo**e* prast have been very 
great. A wounded Japanese officer, who 
wna taken priatiuer. eacaped ohaervation 
after hi* wonnd bad been dressed and 
killed himself by dashiug hi* head 
against the stones. 

“Our troop* captured many rifles and 
artillery of equipment. 

"Olir.losses «>u this front hare not 
been definitely ascertained, but they ex¬ 
ceed lji<)0 killed t»r wounded.. 

“Notwithstanding the long and de*per- 
ate fighting and the con*rqucut fatigue, 
the spirit of our troops watt a* alert as 
ever, and Hi th* darkness of uight. with 
raiu falling heavily and tAnsforming the 
ground into liquid mud. they executed 
the neees*ary movements, headed by 
their liands. in perfect order. 

“On August 274h the enemy had not 
assumed any definite offensive , move¬ 
ment at any point along the whole 
front/and our troop* retired gradually 
to new |N>*ition*. At about 2 o’clock in 
•the afternoou it was discovered that the 
Ja|»anese were moving on I^aatupine."

spell of high temperature In Kept ember. 
The quest loo to be strived to. therefore, 
what ranae* high and low atmospheric 
pressure, and hare sun spots anything to 
do with either? There exists simply no 
evidence; mere coincidences are of the 
slightest value. In sab-tropical climate*, 
like Au«trail*, tbe rase maybe very differ¬ 
ent, and there the aolar spot theory seems 
highly probable.

SPECTATORS KILLED. 


Oldfield r*wt Control of His Racing 
Automobile During Cootest at 
Bt. I»ui*. 


St. Lulls. Aug. 20.—Blinded by dust 
fnwu tlie machine of A. G. Webb, of 
Toledo, O.. Barney Oldfield lost control 
of hie machine at the world's fair auto¬ 
mobile cooteet t«ralny. and. crash¬ 

ing through the outer fence of tix* 
course, killed John hfa-ott. a watchman 
cmployvxl at flic park, and inflicted in¬ 
juries upon Nathan Montgomery, a ne¬ 
gro, from which he died. Oblfield was 
painfully injured, mid hk machine com¬ 
pletely dcimdklied. 

Tbe accident occurred after a falsa 
start. Tlie flagman vainly attempted to 
signal Oblficbl a ml Webb, who were 
leading, that the start was not allowed, 
but they did not see hia flag, and cuar- 
t in tied around the course at « high rai’e 
of speed. 

Shortly after passing the firwt turn of 
the mile track Webb secured the lead 
by a narrow margm. and the men were 
in relatively tbe same position wlien 
P*ofaff the three-quarter pole. Iu mak¬ 
ing the turn Webb's machine skidded 
and raised a blinding cloud of dust, that 
completely blinded Oldfield and half

smothered him. Not being able to sen 
that he had COtepleted the turn, Oldfield 
continued his course ami era idled through 
the fence. When Oldfield failed to ap¬ 
pear after Webb had emerged fr<*m tho

Indeed. in their works Catholic church 
music found it* greatest ahd purest reve¬ 
lation. 

Palestriua founded his style upou the 
riudv , i.f Gregorian clmnt in iu purest 
meaning. His works mark the culmin¬ 
ating point, and perhaps the close of 
the greatest epoch in the musical art. 
The successful cultivation of the musical 
drama (opera, oratorio, cantata) and the 
different forms of instrumental- music, 
eventually changed the whole character 
of musical composition.
